Hatching Chicks Prove Star Attraction

Although one fascinating exhibit 


at the Nebraska State Fair hasn't 
solved the problem of which came 
first, the chicken or the egg. it 
has taught one woman where the 
chicken comes from. 


The exhibit, in the poultry ex- 


position building, consists of an 
electrically - heated incubator in 
which 150 baby chicks are brought 
into the world daily, and transpar- 
ent '"sides and top to permit the 
public to witness the struggling 
debut of the little chicks. 


This is the third year that the 


exhibition incubator has been a 
stellar attraction ir. the poultry 
building. Thousands of fair-goers. 
young and old, stand fascinated 
by the hour in packed 
ranks 


around the exhibit. 


Children seem to take 
in the 


scene with a minimum of excite- 
ment. It's the adults who give out 
with excited comments like . . .

Back To Antelope Wells 


When the people of Lincoln decided to go to 


the Platle River sands at Ashland for a depend- 
able supply of water, it was the thinking then 
lhat the community would not need to rely upon 
local wells, chiefly m the Antelope Valley. 
We 


thought we had our water problem settled and 
we told the people so. 


This decision was based upon experience—an 


experienec which had proved unsatisfactory. The 
wells in the Antelope Valley—or more accurately, 
the wells in the Salt Creek Basin—presented two 
problems. 
One was thai the supply to be ob- 


tained from them was limited. The other was 
that in addition to the gpmble that the drain 
placed upon them might cause them to go dry. 
there was also the ever-present possibility that 
they might turn salty 
At Ashland in the Platte 


sands, there was an inexhaustible supply to be 
had. 


Now, when the more recent present water im- 


provement or expansion program was started, 
the city of Lincoln had a maximum daily water 
supply of 30 million gallons. It Deluded 20 mil- 
lion gallons daily from Ashland and 10 million 
gallons from local wells. Since then, the many 


improvements that have been made include three 
new local wells—one in University Place and two 
in the Antelope Vallej. 
These three wells art- 


expected to produce a combined total of from 
three to live million gallons per daj. At the 
saiiio time UK- current improvement progrtun 
;S also going to give Lincoln another ]."> mil- 
lion gallons per day from Ashland. 


Thus, it is to be seen. Lincoln's total water 


supply m the summer of l'j"> will be from 4i! 
to 50 million gallons of water a day, which— 
and this is important—includes from 13 to 15 
million gallons of local well supply. 
In other 


v.ords. about 27 per cent, more than one-fourth, 
of Lincoln's water supply will be from local wells 
which could go dry or turn salty at any tune 
and without any notice. 


We assume that the Council has given careful 


thought to this. 


But the Council, and for that matter, the 


citizens of Lincoln %vho recall the circumstances 
in connection with going to the Platte River 
sands in the first instance for water for Lincoln, 
was for the specific purpose of getting away 
from relying upon local wells here.

leads to war, is the basic reason 
for the grave concern which is 
being expressed by Western Eu- 
rope's leading statesmen over the 
potential effects of France's de- 
feat of EDC. 


This fear of a return to the 


jungle of fierce international ani- 
mosities in Western Europe is re- 
flected not only in the guarded 
language of diplomacy but openly 
in such traditional organs of Brit- 
ish understatement as the stoic 
London Times. 


Dark Date 


This, conservative, newspaper 


warned that unless "something" is 
now done quickly to remedy the 
dangerous situation created by the 
French rejection of EDC future 
generations are likely to remember 
August, 1954, "as almost as dark 
a date for Europe as August. 
1914." 


Echoing the same fear, the Man- 


chester Guardian, not a newspaper 
notorious for sensationalism, said: 


"As in 1939, there are forebod- 


ings over the decisive turn in the 
course of European history." 


Western European political lead 


ers and top ranking Allied diplo- 
mats voice much more blanty in 
private conversation the fear that 
France's rejection of EDC has 
doomed Europe to the retrograde 
system of coalition alliances and 
national rivalries that in the past 
have led to so many wars. 


Russia Deal 


They feel their fears already 


have been confirmed by the signs 
of rising nationalism in Germany 
and France as a result of the col- 
lapse of EDC. 


The great^ ideal of European 


linity that was embodied in EDC 
has given • way to a revival of 
the old, bitter enmity that has 
marred relations between Germany 
and France through the years with 
such disastrous consequences for 
Europe. 


Sentiment is strong in France 


for a deal with Russia that would 
keep Germany disarmed and de- 
nied the rights of equality in the 
European family of nations. 


Resentment against France is 


running high in Germany, where 
the belief is growing that alignment 
•with the West will mean perpetu- 
ation of the division of the country.

Villanova's promotion the "Super- 
market Bowl" and refused to have 
any truck with such undignified 
proceedings. 


Many Agree 


But Dudley argues such promo- 


tional stunts are the salvation of 
the "independent" football-playing 
colleges and a lot of others agree 
with him.

Wednesday showed Akron Univer- 
sity, Stanford, Denver University, 
Fordham and the University of 
Miami, among others, are going 
in for sales promotion this year in 
a rather b^? way.

Last fall little Kings College in 


Wilkes-Barre, Pa., copied the Vil- 
lanova plan exactly and came up 
with its first 10,000 seat sellout. 


Meanwhile Dudley had inquiries 


from hundreds of colleges and in- 
dustrial organizations throughout 
the United States and from Cana- 
da, Puerto Rico and Mexico. A 
quick rifle through a correspond- 
ence file showed letters from Car-

Positive Approach 


"We had to take a positive ap- 


proach to bring the people back 
to the game," Dudley explained. 
"If our particular plan isn't suit- 
able to other colleges, at least we 
made them promotion minded. And 
don't forget the concessions. With 
a crowd like we had, the programs, 


parking and hot dogs are worth 
up to $25,000. That Georgia game 
carried the season for us." 


Kenneth (Red) Cochrane, Akron 


athletic director, was so tickled 
with his variation of the Villanova 
plan he had to phone Dudley to 
report on ticket sales. Some 15,000 
had sold by Tuesday. 


Akron, a city college with some 


2,000 students plays Wittenberg 
(970 students) Sept. 25. A chain 
store guaranteed Akron $10,000 for 
the game and is selling tickets to 
its customers at half price — two 
for $1. (Villanova tickets are given 
free to chain store customers who 
buy a specified amount of mer- 


chandise.) If more than $10,000 
comes in at Akron the surplus will 
be given to a scholarship fund. 


Denver, which worked out a free 


ticket deal with a food chain on 
a small scale last year decided 
against doing it again. "It is all 
right. We talked about it,' but we 
have other 
promotion plans in 


mind," said Athletic Director Tad 
Wieman.

Miami is setting up a "firm

Hey, How Many Kilowatts Are You? 


enitentiary Inmate Gets Wish—He 
Now Can Start Serving Federal Time

Here's a real crackpot idea to 


solve any electric power short- 
ages that may develop in the 
country in future years: 


Just put a bunch of youngsters 


on bikes and hitch the bikes to a 
row of generators. 
The inspira- 


tion for this idea comes from 
watching the younger set attending 
the Nebraska State Fair encounter 
a clever exhibit in the Rural Elec- 
trification Building. 


The exhibit, designed to illus- 


trate how much electric power can 
be purchased for very little money, 
consists of a bicycle—the station- 
ary exerciser type—hitched to a 
small electric generator. 
As the 


wheel of the bicycle turns the gen- 
eiator, electric bulbs on a display 
board light up in accordance with 
the power generated. 


The whole idea shows how much 


power goes into the generation 
of electricity. But youngsters, less 
interested in the economics of elec- 
tric power than in showing their 
mends how many kilowatts strong 
trey are, are keeping the display 
board blinking like a pinball ma- 
chine. 


The kids aren't frightened off by 


signs on the board which point out 
that a strong man works all day at 
an average power output of 40 
\\atts. The speedometer on the bi- 
cycle handlebars, 
just 
halfway 


through the fair, registered 311 
miles. It was at zero when the ex- 
hibit was set up. 


The smaller, 40-watt light bulbs 


are at the top of the board, and 
the larger bulbs, ranging up to 
100-watts, are located lower down. 
A? the bicycle picks up speed, one 
bulb after another lights up. 
They remain alight as the sweat- 
ing cyclist brings the speedometer 
needle up to 25 miles per hour 
and beyond. But it's just a matter 
of seconds before the bike slows, 
the lights dim and youthful dynamo 
Daggers from the machine, his 
Interest in electric power consid- 
erably dampened. 


As he mops his face, he mut- 


ters, "That's too much like work." 
But nobody listens; already the 
pedals are flying and the bulbs 
are taking on a new glow.

board ligh t up in accordance with 
the power generated. 
Th e wh ole idea sh ows h ow much 
power 
goes 
into th e 
generation 


of electricity . But y oungsters, less 
interested in th e economics of elec­ 
tric power th an in sh owing th eir 
m ends h ow m any kilowatts strong 
trey are, are keeping th e display 
h oard blinking like a pinball m a­ 
ch ine. 
Th e kids aren’t frigh tened off by 
signs on th e board wh ich point out 
th at a strong m an works all day at 
an average power output of 40 
watts. Th e speedom eter on th e bi 
< vcle 
h andlebars,

h alfway 
th rough th e fair, registered 311 
miles. It was at zero wh en th e ex ­ 
h ibit was set up. 
Th e sm aller, 40-watt ligh t bulbs 
are at th e top of th e board, and 
th e larger bulbs, ranging up to 
100-watts, are located lower down. 
As th e bicy cle picks up speed, one 
bulb 
after 
anoth er 
ligh ts 
up. 
Th ey rem ain aligh t as th e sw eat­ 
ing cy clist brings th e speedom eter 
needle up to 25 miles per h our 
and bey ond. But it’s just a m atter 
of seconds before th e bike slows, 
th e ligh ts dim and y outh ful dy namo 
nag g ers from th e m ach ine, h is 
interest in electric power consid­ 
erably dam pened. 
As h e mops h is face, h e m ut­ 
ters, “ T h at's too much like w ork.”

Opposition To Proposed 
Elevator Is Revealed 


! IN THE LINCOLN RECORD BOOK 


The City Planning Commission 


showed little, enthusiasm for the 
proposed location of a 6 million 
bushel grain elevator in College 
View as it deferred action on the 
change in zoning needed for the 
construction. 


A strong objection to the pro- 


posed location, south of the Burl- 
ington spur track and between 40th 
:ind 48th, was voiced by Eldridge 
Lovelace, member of Lincoln city 
planning advisors Harland Bartho- 
lomew & Associates of St. Louis, 
Mo. 


Running into the millions of dol- 


lars for construction cost, the pro- 
posed new elevator would increase 
storage capacity in Lincoln by 
more than 50 per cent. Applica- 
tion for change in zoning to permit 
the structure has been made by 
E. M. O'Shea while interest in the 
elevator has been verified by the 
C-G Company of Topeka, Kan. 


In recommending against the 


construction in the area proposed, 
Lovelace noted that the area to 
the north is a rapidly developing 
residenllal section. A major ad- 
vantage of this residential deve- 
lopment, he said, is the view fur- 
nished to the south down through 
the Beals Slough valley which in- 
cludes the proposed elevator site. 


"Industrial development in the 


valley," Lovelace reported, "will 
impair this view and lessen the 
attractiveness of a significant part 


of the southern part of the city for 
residential purposes. . .We submit 
that an industrial district in this 
location is the poorest possible 
planning for the best development 
of- Lincoln. . ." 


In answer to questions from 


Commission 
members, Lovelace 


suggested that there are ample in- 
dustrial sites in Lincoln along the 
west and north edges of the city. 


With the exception of Cecil Don- 


ley, Commission members gener- 
ally expressed agreement with the 
Lovelace report. Donley did not 
disagree but stated that he could 
see nothing other than an industrial 
development for the area due to 
poor drainage conditions which 
exist. 


In other action, the Commission 


denied the contested application 
of Victor Gruenemeier for a per- 
mit to develop a trailer court at 
3529 No. 00th. The application had 
been protested by residents in the 
area.
